In Years Falls 


Here in Night 


One of the heaviest rain storms 
in the city’s history sw ept in at 
m idnight last night and at 1:15 
a. m. had left 2.02 inches of rain. 
Streets w ere awash w ith w ater 
but there was little actual dam ­ 
age. It was the first rainfall of 
the 1948-49 season. 
The storm, which centered out 
in the desert, put Palm Springs 
on the main highway as tons of 
mud were washed on Highway 99 
betw een 1000 Palm s and Garnet 
and all traffic was diverted to 
Highway 111. It may be several 
days before 99 is reopened. 
The rain started at 6 a. in. 
yesterday and by night had meas­ 
ured .12 of an inch. The m idnight 
fall added another 2.02 inches and 
at daw n today the season’s fall 
was «2.20 inches com pared to no 
rain at this tim e last season. In 
1946 there had been .16 of an 
inch of rain on Ju ly 23.

Total tax rate V illagers will 
pay for the 1948-49 fiscal year 
was shaping up today w ith in­ 
dications th at it will be five cents 
more per $100 assessed valuation 
than last year in the m ain part 
of Palm Springs and one cent 
more in the portion covered by 
the sanitary district. 
The total tax rate—city, county, 
flood 
district and schools 
last 
year was $5.76 in m ost sections 
of the 
city and $5.96 in area 
served by the sanitary district. 


THIS YEAR, according to ten ­ 
tative budgets which w ill prob­ 
ably stand although protest h ear­ 
ings have been set, those who 
paid 
$5.76 
last year 
will pay 
$5.81 w hile those who paid the 
$5.96 rate w ill pay $5.97. 
Indications arc th at the city 
rate will rem ain the sam e as last 
year, the county rate is expected 
to be eight cents lower, the com ­ 
bined school rate w ill be ten or 
eleven cents higher, the flood 
district rate is up three cents 
and 
the 
sanitary 
district 
rate 
down four cents. 


LAST YEAR the school rate 
was divided as follows: elem ent­ 
ary district. 88 cents; bonds and 
interest, 31 
cents; 
high school 
district, 65 cents: bonds and in­ 
terest. 34 cents; junior college, 
six cents. 
The elem entary district rate, 
according to the budget prepared 
by the board, will rem ain at 88 
cents. The high school rate will 
go up 10 cents to 75 cents and 
the county junior college rate, 
six cents last year, w ill probably 
be seven or eight cents.

Smith W ednesday said all indica­ 
tions pointed to a slight raise in 
the college rate.

INSTALLATION of the m a­ 
chine here puts Palm Springs in 
a class w ith some of the larger 
cities in the nation. So fur 557 
of them have the m etering m a­ 
chines.

M. R. Wells, service m anager 
for Pitney-Bowes, Inc., m akers of 
the machine, was in the Village 
to aid in the installation and in­ 
auguration of the service. He said 
the local installation was a part 
of a contract for 582 special post­ 
age m eters which the post office 
departm ent warded Pitney Bowes 
Inc., m akers of m ailing machines 
for business and governm ent. 


IN ADDITION. Gorham was 
advised W ednesday that the gov­ 
ernm ent is sending him another 
machine which will w ork for the 
convenience of Dost office p a­ 
trons. This is an autom atic stamp 
vending m achine which will be 
installed in the lobby for use 
when the windows are closed or 
when there’s a long line and the 
patron doesn't feel like waiting. 
"And you get w hat you pay 
for," said Gorham. 'Five ones for 
a nickel, five threes for 15 cents. 
These are non-profit machines." 


IN DESCRIBING the new p ar­ 
cel post m achine, he said: 
"Here is hbw it w orks: the 
window clerk at the parcel post 
window, 
after 
w eighing 
your 
package and com puting the fee, 
takes your money and touches 
levers on the electrically-oper­ 
ated postage m eter machine. 
"Out pops a sm all printed label, 
gummed and even autom atically 
moistened, complete w ith post­ 
age of the exact total value, plus 
city postm ark and date of m ail­ 
ing. It's slapped on your package, 
and the transactions over. Time 
spent w aiting in line is halved, 
and stam p-licking abolished." 


MECHANICALLY, the new de­ 
vice is a cousin of the fam iliar 
postage m eter used by business 
firms und er governm ent license 
to stam p and seal letters in their 
offices, 
and 
to 
prepay 
parcel 
post charges in their shipping 
rooms. 
The new postoffice m odel com­ 
pletely 
elim inates the 
storing, 
selecting, handling and affixing 
of the various denom inations of 
stam ps needed to m ake up the 
postage charges and fees, since 
any value—from lc to $10.00—is 
issued 
instantly 
in 
a 
single 
“m eter stam p." In a test instal­ 
lation in a large eastern postof­ 
fice. a queue of sixty parcel-laden 
people was served in exactly ten 
minutes. 
Hygienically m inded people like 
the new system because it does 
aw ay 
w ith 
the 
handling 
and 
tongue-licking of stamps. 


THERE ARE MAJOR savings 
to Uncle Sam as well as postal 
patrons, since the m achine not 
only 
speeds

parcels require no canceling and 
postm arking and can be more 
quickly sorted for early train dis­ 
patch.

postoffice inspectors, cashiers and 
clerks are protected by autom atic

and accounting, since the m eter's 
registers can be read like gas or 
w ater m eters, and the postage, 
even w hen im printed, is non- 
negotiable.

Terms of Contracts; Determine Who's Eligible 


R epresentatives of private hospitals in Riverside county, in­ 
cluding P alm Springs Com m unity hospital, w ill m eet w ith county 
supervisors next W ednesday at 10 a. m. at th e court house to discuss 
term s u nder w hich the hospitals shall be reim bursed by th e county 
for caring for indigent patients. 


In s e s s i o n W ednesday, the 
county board agreed to m eet hos­ 
pital representatives to determ ine 
w hat hospitals qualify for county 
contracts and to examine costs 
of individual hospitals» to arrive 
at a basis for contracts for care 
for county patients. 


SUPERVISORS have been d e­ 
bating the question of paying p ri­ 
vate hospitals for care of indig­ 
ent patients for several weeks.

W . R. Hillery Reports on Events to Keep Readers 


Away for Summer Posted on Conditions

Just to keep the record for the 
folks who are away from the des­

The 
specific problem that confronts 
Palm Springs and us and it was 
felt every property owner all the 
way to the Saltón Sea was the 
construction of a cement plant 
at a location directly acros6 the 
wash to the south of the Palm 
Springs railroad station. 
Interested Palm Springs peo­ 
ple filled the large room and in 
addition 
there 
were 
speakers 
from Indio and Coachella who 
felt that if the cement dust did 
not reach them and do injury 
to them physically or damage to 
the crops, it might pollute the 
underground waters that origi­ 
nate in this upper end of the val 
ley. 


NOTWITHSTANDING the as­ 
surance of the promoters and 
their attorneys that we would not 
have the great blistering plume 
of dust that hangs over Colton’s 
plant and surrounding area as 
they would use a wet process that 
would lay much of the dust, we 
felt as was expressed in The 
Desort Sun last 
week that if

claimed by the promoters, we 
would never be able to do any-

Riverside County 
Disability Payments 
Up 45 Per Cent 


Disabled workers in Riverside 
county shared in the total of 
$307,696.15 paid by the San B er­ 
nardino D istrict D isability Insur­ 
ance office during the first six 
months of 1948. This payment 
represented state disability in­ 
surance benefits for a total of 
15,357 w eeks of disability suf­ 
fered by 2,493 w orkers w ho filed 
claims w ith the C alifornia D e­ 
partm ent of Employment, accord­ 
ing to Francis W. Shaw, district 
manager of the D isability Insur­ 
ance section. 
In reporting on the operations 
of the district disability insurance 
office for the first half of 1948, 
Mr. Shaw said that disability in­ 
surance paym ents in this area are 
45 per cent greater than they 
were last year. Statew ide figures 
show only a 15 per cent increase 
for the sam e period. According 
to the report, this is due pri­ 
marily 
to 
a 
grow ing 
public 
awareness of disability insurance, 
which 
covers 
most 
California 
workers w ho are unem ployed due 
to an illness or non-ifcrdustrial 
injury. The substantial increase 
in the state's disability insurance 
payments is considered by Mr. 
Shaw to be rem arkable in the 
face of the spectacular increase 
in claims activities under vol­ 
untary plans of em ployers w rit­ 
ten by private insurance carriers. 
The num ber of voluntary plans 
on July 1 w as about 50 per cent 
higher than a year earlier, but 
the claims paid under these vol­ 
untary plans increased 450 per 
cent, Mr. Shaw said. 
On Jan uary 1, 1948, the m axi­ 
mum w eekly rate for disability 
insurance w as increased to $25, 
and paym ents were m ade for each 
day of disability after the claim­ 
ant served a 7-day w aiting pe­ 
riod. These changes in th e law 
increased 
the total am ount of 
disability insurance paym ents on 
each claim filed about 20 per 
cent. The num ber of w eeks com­ 
pensated was 
increased 
3 per 
cent, because of paying less than 
one week, rath er than full weeks 
disability. The average length of 
time for w hich a disabled w orker 
received benefits was six weeks, 
the same as paid in 1947, but the 
average w eekly rate increased to 
$20, up $2 for 1947. 
Mr. Shaw pointed out th at only 
one out of every tw enty w orkers 
filed a claim for disability in­ 
surance benefits, which is lower 
than the incident of disabling 
illnesses 
and 
injuries 
among 
workers, 
as 
estim ated 
by 
the 
United States public health serv­ 
ice 
and 
other 
fact 
gathering 
agencies. 
‘'W e 
are particularly 
proud of our record in Riverside 
county,” the d i s t r i c t m anager 
said, "it show s a good acceptance 
of our program . This is because 
newspapers and physicians in the 
urea have m ade the inform ation 
available to the wage earners.”
